The Knglish «rain Trade. 


In its review of the Eoglish grain 
trade for the past week, the Mark 
Lane ExpreM says: 


The hatve^t in the southern and 
eastern counties is mostly completed, 
and the grain is stacked in very 
excellent condition. 
The general 
testimony ao far concurs that the 
results of threshing are disappointing. 
It has been for some time accepted as 
a motto of course that the abnormal 
season and 
general prevalence of 
mildew must materially reduce tl?e 
yield of marketable wheat, and this 
is now found to be the cape. The 
barley crop is much heavier than at 
one time could reasonably have been 
expected. 
But nearly all the bist 
barley was so much laid by stoiins that 
reports of discolored ana imperfectly 
refined samples are pnly what were to 
have been expected. The oat crop is 
better than it promised to be a month 
ago. The rest of the crops are fast 
maturing, and another fortnight of 
fine weather will make H heavy crop a 
certainty. 
The hop crop is very 
variable. 
A rapid loi<8 of color is 
noticeable in the gardens of West 
Kenten, in consequence of a night 
tog. 
Deliveries of new 
English 
wheat have been steadily increasing 
the provincial makets, but at Mark 
Lane the supply has been small and 
sales alow at a «lecline of 1 shilling in 
London, and from 1 to 2 shillings in 
many of the leading country markets. 
In foreign wheat the trade piesents 
no new features of interest. The tem 
porary steadinf-ss in consequence of 
the f dling ofi of American shipments, 
gave place to a feeling of listléssness 
and depression last Monday, which 
cluDg to the trade the remainder of 
the week. Nt^w winter American was 
freely offered at 44 shillings without 
finding buyers. 
The ^ale^ of lEaglish 
wlioHt last week were 16,656 quarters 
at 33s 3d, aeainst 1,670 quarters at 
48s 2d for the corresponding period 
laiit yetir. Th" itriportii' into the king 
dom for the week ending Augus 28fh 
were: Wheat, 1,671,588 cwt; flour 
176,201 cwt. 
American maize closeci 
easier at 23s 91 
The dullness of the 
wheat trade checked the improvement 
in prices, but holders are firm at pre 
vir^-us rates.
